Election/Restrictions

IV. Claims 46-54, drawn to a scanning system utilizing a noise free devices 
for the sample, classified in class 250, subclass 234. 

V. Claims 55-87, drawn to a system/method for microscopy utilizing a 
nanotube tip probe, classified in class 977, subclass DIG 1 . 

VI. Claims 88-1 1 1 , drawn to a system/method for aligning the beam utilizing a 
field of view technique, classified in class 600, subclass 473. 

VII. Claims 112-117, drawn to a scanning microscope, classified in class 250, 
subclass 235. ,
